Every  Enderton,  however,  found  to  date  in  the  telephone 
directories  of  tie  mam  cities  of  north  America,  or  other- 
wise located,  has  been  a descendant  of  either  John,  Thomas 
or  William,  who  are  believed  to  have  been  brothers.

William  Anderton  at  the  age  of  18  years  loft  the  Port  of  Lon- 
don in  July  17V5  r»n  the  ship  Fortune  for  Maryland  as  an  in- 
dented servant  for  four  years.  A John  Anderton  of  New  York 
in  the  early  1800T  s is  mentioned  in  the  Boston  Transcript 
( J.7C5)  of  31  Deo  1934.  (This  source  has'" hot*  been"  cneCKecT 
into  as  yet  by  this  compiler). 

As  John  Enderton' s parents  are  supposed  to  have  migrated 
from  England  to  America  shortly  after  their  marriage  (John 
was  born  in  New  Jersey  in  1800),  none  of  the  above  Andertons 
is  a likely  candidate  for  the  father  of  John  Enderton  unless 
it  bs  the  John  Anderton  who  was  in  New  York  about  1800. 
Possibly,  though,  this  may  be  the  John  Enderton  who  served 
in  Philadelphia  in  1779. 


Little  information  has  been  gained  from  the  1790  Federal 
Census  (tha:  for  New  Jersey,  where  John  Enderton  was  born, 
unfortunate  I;/  is  missing).  The  Census  for  Virginia  lists  as 
heads  of  family  John  Anderton  and  Rail'd  indent  on  of  Gloucester 
County  and  George  Anderton  of  Halifax  County-  but  no  Under- 
tone, The  Census  for  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island, 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  North  Caro- 
lina and  South  Carolina  had  no  Anderton  nor  Enderton  as  head 
of  family. 

T.’ie  nearest  approach  to  the  name  was  "Enertson",  o?  which 
there  were  John,  Peter  and  Jacob  in  the  New  York  Census;  all 
of  them  residing  in  Claverack  Town,  Columbia  County,  which  at

Faring  given  the  above  general  and  partial  background  for 
those  who  may  do  further  research  on  the  origin  cf  the  Ender 
tons,  this  compiler  will  proceed  with  what  is  known  cf  his 
greatgrandfather  John  Enderton,  followed  by  a list  of  John’s 
known  descendants.  This  in  turn  will  be  followed  by  a list 
of  known  descendants  of  Thomas  Enderton  and  of  William 
Enderton.  At  the  end  is  an  Index  of  names. 
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From:  The  History  of  Whiteside  County by  Charles  Bent,  1877; 

"John  Enderton  was  a native  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and 
born  9 Oct  1800.  He  came  to  Sterling  in  1859  and  was  a cabinet 
maker  by  trade.  Mr.  C.C.  Judd  came  with  him,  and  the  two  opened 
the  first  cabinet  shop  in  Sterling.  Mr.  Enderton  was  married 
three  times,  his  first  wife  being  Clarissa  C.  Goodwin,  second 
Nancy  Warren  (Warner),  and  third  Maria  Atkins.  The  children  by 
the  first  marriage  were  Jane  and  Clara.  Jane  married  Andrew  McMoore 
and  lives  in  Louisiana  Missouri.  Clara  married  Albert  (Abner) 
Gilbert,  children  Frank  and  two  who  died  in  infancy;  after  the 
death  of  Mr.  Gilbert,  Mrs.  Gilbert  married  Gerge  Gainu  (Gainer), 
who  died  in  Sterling  in  1876. 

By  the  second  marriage  the  children  were:  Mary  L.,  James  H. , 
George,  Maria  A.,  Abram  B.  and  Sherman  B.-  twins,  William  H.,  and 
Robert,  the  latter  dying  in  infancy.  William  H.  died  in  California 
about  6 years  ago.  Mary  L.  married  Henry  Aument,  who  was  after- 
wards drowned  in  a boat  as  it  passed  over  the  dam  at  Sterling; 
children  Harry  A.  and  2 who  died  in  infancy. 

James  H.  married  Lucinda  Root;  he  is  a farmer  and  lives  in  Iowa; 
children:  Sophia,  Jennie,  and  one  who  died  in  infancy. 

George  is  married  and  has  3 children;  Ina,  Clara,  and  Cassius; 
he  is  a mechanic  and  lives  in  Wisconsin. 

Maria  married  William  Barker;  children;  Marion,  Cortland,  Bert, 
and  an  infant;  the  family  live  in  California. 

Sherman  B.  is  married,  has  3 children,  and  lives  in  Lyndon, 
Kansas. 

Abram  B.  lives  at  Rock  Falls,  is  unmarried,  and  follows  the 
occupation  of  a commercial  traveler. 

There  was  1 child  by  the  3rd  marriage,  Emma,  who  lives  with 
her  mother  in  Fulton  County,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Enderton  went  to  California  in  1872  and  died  in  1873." 


JOHN  ENDER TON  (1800-1874) 


Most  of  what  is  known  of  John  Enderton  (a  p^oto  is  avail- 
able) and  his  descendants  is  taken  from  Litchfield  Connect!  • 
cut  Vital  Records,  the  1830  Census  of  Litchfield  Connecticut, 
the  1850  Census  of  Whiteside  County  Illinois,  the  cuiu...  iry 
of  John  in  a Sterling  Illinois  newspaper  of  1874(?j,  a : • 
ily  sketch  in  the  book  History  of  Whiteside  County,  II 1 >is3 
from  its  First  Settlement  ro  the  Eire  sent  Time,  with.  S’ an*  ' lie 
Bio  graphical  and  Family  SkeTcTies  edited  by  diaries  "Ber.:tT  irl 
1877,  and  from  family  records  of  his  descendants.  The 
latter  source  is  somewhat  limited,  for  some  of  John  Ender- 
ton’ s descendants  appear  to  be  retiring,  independent,  and 
not  very  closely  knit  by  family  ties. 

John  Enderton  is  reported  to  have  been  born  9 Oct  1800 
in  Newark  N.J.;  he  dj.ed  27  Apr  1874  at  the  home  of  his  dau- 
ghter Elizabeth  Maria  Barker  at  Old  Nicolaus,  Sutter  County, 
Calif.  His  grave  has  not  yet  been  located,  but  is  believed 
to  be  in  the  old  part  of  the  cemetery  at  Nicolaus  where 
floods  long  ago  washed  away  grave  markers. 

His  parents,  according  to  his  obituary,  emigrated  from 
England  to  America  soon  after  their  marriage.  The  names  of 
his  parents  or  from  what  part  of  England  they  came  are  as 
yet  unknown.  It  appears  that  he  had  a sister,  Susan  Ann. 

The  First  Church  Records  (Connecticut)  Vol  3 p.  £37  state 
that  Susan  Ann  Enderton  of  Suffield  on  11  June  1825  married 
Joseph  M Cooper  of  Springfield.  The  Windsor  Vital  Records 
Vol  2 p.  133  give  the  marriage  date  as  4 July  1825  and  the 
clergyman  as  Rev.  Henry  A Rowland.  It  is  thought  that  John 
also  had  brothers.  As  stated  in  the  preceding  account  of 
the  Enderton  Family,  it  is  possible  that  he  had  a brother 
Thomas  whose  son  William  Henry  Enderton  has  descendants  now 
living  mainly  in  New  Yofck  state  and  Ohio.  Also,  a William 
Enderton,  born  in  1817,  may  have  been  a younger  brother. 

The  descendants  of  these  two  are  listed  at  the  end  of  the 
account  of  John’s  descendants. 

The  Census  records  of  New  Jersey  for  1790,  1800,  and  1810 
are  lost,  owing  to  the  burning  of  Washington  DC  by  the 
British  in  the  War  of  1812.  This  increases  the  difficulty 
of  locating  John’s  parents  and  brothers.  In  1800  when  John 
was  born,  the  Township  of  Newark  included  practically  all  of 
the  present  Essex  County  except  Caldwell  Township,  which  then 
embraced  all  "the  Caldwells",  Cedar  Grove,  Roseland,  Essex 
Falls,  and  Livingston  of  today.  The  early  Newark  direc-. 
tories,  on  the  other  hand,  cover  only  the  area  included  in 
the  present  "downtown"  section.  This  makes  the  phrase 
"born  in  Newark  NJ  in  1800"  legally  correct  but  misleading. 

When  a young  man  of  18,  John  went  from  the  New  York  City 
area  to  Litchfield  Connecticut  and  learned  the  cabinet- 
making  trade.  His  obituary  states  that  he  was  one  of  the 
inventors  of  the  world  renowned  wooden  clocks  and  was  en- 
gaged in  their  manufacture  for  a number  of  years.  It  was 
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in  Connecticut  that  the  friendship  between  John  Enderton  and 
the  cabinet-maker  Charles  C Judd  developed;—  a friendship 
that  was  continued  by  their  children  and  grandchildren. 

John  was  married  three  times.  He  was  first  marri'-d  in 
Litchfield  Connecticut  on  25  Nov  1823  (Litchfield  v*xe." 
Records  Vol  2 p.  122)  to  Clarissa  C Goodwin  by  Rev.  Is  n 
Jones.  She  died  in  New  York  City,  leaving  two  young  dr  li- 
ters, Jane  and  Clara  (Clarissa). 

Jane,  born  about  1826  in  Connecticut,  became  the  wife  cf 
Andrew  McMoore  (born  about  1819  in  Pennsylvania) , lived  in 
Sterling  Illinois,  and  later  in  Louisiana  Missouri.  A photo 
of  Jane  reveals  that  her  eyes  resembled  those  of  her  father 
John. 

Daughter  Clara  on  19  Jan  1847,  in  Sterling  Illinois,  was 
married  to  Abner  (Albert)  Gilbert  by  her  uncle  Rev.  AJ 
Warner.  She  had  three  children:  Frank  and  two  who  died  in 
infancy.  A photo  of  Clara  shows  that  she  did  not  resemble 
her  father.  Upon  the  death  of  Gilbert  in  1858,  Clara  mar- 
ried George  Gainer,  who  died  in  Sterling  Illinois  in  1876. 

No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  locate  other  descendants  of 
John  Enderton  and  his  first  wife. 

The  Connecticut  Census  of  1830  shows  that  John  Enderton, 
aged  30,  was  head  of  a household  which  had;  1 male  50-40 
(John),  1 male  20-30  (probably  his  son-in-law  Joseph  M 
Cooper),  1 female  under  5 (daughter  Clara),  1 female  5-10 
(daughter  Jane),  and  1 female  20-30  (probably  John’s  married 
sister  Susan  Ann  Cooper).  That  same  year,  however,  on  2 May 
1830,  John  Enderton  of  Litchfield  married  Nancy  Warner  of 
Waterbury  (Connecticut  Vital  Records  Vol  3 p.  52).  If  the 
1830  Census  was  taken  after  this  date,  the  "female  20-30” 
would  be  John’s  new  wife  Nancy,  and  the  "male  20-30"  pro- 
bably a younger  brother  of  John-  perhaps  Thomas. 

It  was  by  John’s  second  marriage,  to  Nancy  Warner  in  1830, 
that  he  left  the  greatest  number  of  descendants.  Nancy, 
born  15  Nov  1809  and  died  13  Apr  1847  aged  38  years  5 months 
2 days,  was  a daughter  of  Ard  and  Mary  (Bronson)  Warner  of 
Waterbury  Connecticut.  (This  compiler  has  an  old  photo 
believed  to  be  of  Nancy’s  mother,  who  died  20  Apr  1846). 
Nancy’s  youngest  brother,  Rev.  Abram  Joseph  Warner,  born 
1 Jul  1821,  was  an  Episcopal  priest,  graduated  from  Trinity 
College  in  1842,  tutored  at  Jubilee  College  1842-45,  preachei 
in  Sterling  Illinois  and  vicinity  1845-50,  founded  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Grand  Detour  Illinois,  served  as  an  Army 
Chaplain  during  the  Civil  War,  and  from  1881  to  1885  was 
Rector  of  St  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  of  Angelica  NY.  He 
kept  a remarkable  and  detailed  journal  from  the  time  he  en- 
tered Trinity  College  until  nearly  his  death.  (This  com- 
piler has  photos  of  him). 

Nancy’s  other  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Maria  and  her 
twin,  Mary,  born  28  Oct  1805;  Elizabeth  A,  born  30  Sep  1807, 
who  married  Daniel  F Batchellor  and  lived  in  Sterling  111.; 
Sherman  Bronson  warner  (after  whom  Sherman  Bronson  Enderton 
was  named)  born  15  Jan  1813  and  married  Lydia  A Hall; 
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"The  Western  Reserve,  of  which  Medina  County  is  a portion, 
is  situated  in  the  northeast  corner  of  Ohio.  Its  length  east 
and  west  is  120  miles  by  an  average  width  of  50  miles  from 
south  to  north;  comprising  an  area  of  3,800,000  acres.  A 
half  million  of  acres  was  stricken  off  the  west  part,  and 
donated  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  certain  sufferers 
by  fire  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Medina  County  was  formed  18  Feb  1812  and  organized  in 
Apr  1818. 

The  first  settlers  of  the  county  were  principally  from 
Connecticut.  The  village  now  called  Medina  was  originally 
called  Mecca,  as  can  be  seen  on  maps  of  an  early  date." 


Charles  Warner  born  23  Oct  1815;  and  Mercia,  born  26  Sep  1818 
and  married  Levi  Bolster,  (This  compiler  has  a photo  o£ 
Mercia,  which  she  sent  to  Sherman  Bronson  Endertcn  inscribed 
"to  my  beloved  nephew"). 

In  1831  John  and  Nancy  returned  to  Connecticut  f La  : y* 
mouth  where  they  had  spent  the  summer,  preparing  to  mo.  to 
Ohio.  From  Connecticut  they  went  to  Medina  County  Ohir 
where  it  is  believed  that  at  least  six  of  their  nine  eh  .'-ran 
were  born.  In  1839  they  moved  to  Sterling.  Whiteside  County.. 
Illinois,  where  John  EndertOn  and  Charles  C Judd,  with  whom 
John  had  worked  in  Connecticut,  opened  the  first  cabinet  shop 
in  Sterling.  The  two  families  remained  close  friends  through 
the  next  two  generations.  Sterling  remained  John’s  home. 

Here  Nancy  had  at  least  two  more  children:  William  H,  and 
Robert,  who  died  in  infancy.  The  nine  known  children  of 
John  and  Nancy  are:  Mary  L,  Alice,  James  H,  George  M,  Eliza- 
beth Maria,  Sherman  Bronson,  Abram  Burdette,  William  H,  and 
Robert.  This  compiler  has  photos  of  all  except  Mary  L. 

When  Nancy  died  in  1847,  she  was  buried  in  the  Enderton 
plot  of  the  old  Sterling  Cemetery,  where  her  grave  monument 
also  lists  her  youngest  son  Robert,  who  died  25  June  1846, 
aged  6 months.  In  the  same  plot  are  buried  Henry  Aument, 
born  about  1828,  died  aged  30  years,  the  husband  of  Nancy’s 
daughter  Mary  L,  and  two  of  Mary’s  children:  Eugene  ("Genie") 
and  Mamie. 

Mary’s  son  Harry  A Aument,  whose  address  at  the  time  was 
761  Elmore  Place,  Brooklyn  NY,  listed  John  Enderton’ s chil- 
dren and  some  of  their  descendants  on  a piece  of  stationery 
from  the  Royal  Alexandria  of  Winnipeg  Canada.  This  appar- 
ently was  given  to  Charles  Henry  Enderton  (son  of  William  (3) 
Enderton) of  Winnipeg,  and  is  now  in  possession  of  William’s 
granddaughter  Amy  Bringham.  This  scrap  of  paper  gave  this 
compiler  his  first  data  on  John  Enderton’ s daughter  Alice 
and  her  children. 

Harry  A Aument  has  relatives,  and  may  have  descendants, 
residing  in  the  adjacent  town  of  Rock  Falls  Illinois.  Mrs 
’Wilma  Aument  of  527  W 10th,  Rock  Falls,  has  two  Aument 
albums  filled  with  old  photos  in  excellent  condition.  Not 
one  of  the  photos  is  marked  with  a name.  Neither  she  nor  her 
aunt,  Mrs  Heman  Aument  of  517  Dixon  Ave,  Rock  Falls,  can 
identify  any  person  in  the  albums.  Perhaps  a photo  of  Mary 
Enderton  Aument  and  of  her  mother  Nancy  are  in  those  albums. 
One  of  the  photos  bears  a striking  resemblance  to  a daughter 
of  this  compiler  and  may  be  an  unknown  blood  relative. 

After  Nancy's  death,  John  "farmed  out"  his  children,  and 
in  1849  went  to  California  in  search  of  gold.  He  returned 
to  Sterling  after  spending  three  years  in  California.  The 
1850  Census  of  Whiteside  County,  Illinois,  taken  while  John 
was  away  in  California,  has  considerable  information  on  his 
children-  and  a few  errors.  The  age  of  Abram  B is  correctly 
given  as  11;  that  of  his  twin  Sherman  B is  erroneously  given 
as  13.  It  erroneously  lists  Mary  L as  "Maria",  yet  correctly 
lists  Elizabeth  M,  who  was  erroneously  listed  as  "Maria  A" 
in  the  History  of  Whiteside  County — . The  Census  also  lists 
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From  the  History  of  Sterling  Township; 

"The  Pioneer  Mechanics  of  Vi/hiteside  County  Report,  responded 

to  by  A.  MwMoore,  as  follows;  Pioneer  Cabinet  Makers;  Mr.  Allen 

of  Albany  and  CC  Judd  and  John  Enderton  of  Sterling,  all  good 
workmen." 

"The  following  are  names  of  early  settlers  of  Sterling  with 
the  years  of  their  arrival:  1839;  John  Enderton,  CC  Judd,  Oscar 
Rhodes,  William  C Boardman,  William  H Adams,  George,  E Adams.” 

From  the  History  of  the  City  of  Sterling; 

"In  1838  the  town  was  laid  out  and  given  the  name  of  Chatham. 
The  original  settlers  of  Chatham,  were : Nelson  Mason,  John  13 
Barrett,  DC  Cushman,  DF  Batcheller,  John  Enderton,  A McMoore, 
Robert  C Andrews,  John  Mason,  and  Hugh  Wallace." 


Jane  McMoore,  a daughter  of  John  by  his  first  wife,  and  her 
husband  Andrew  McMoore,  at  that  time  a 31  year  old  grocer* 
Listed  also  is  Henry  Aument  who  later  married  Mary  L0  We 
find  Mary  L and  young  William  H living  with  their" half  sis- 
ter Jane  McMoore.  James  and  George  were  then  labor-v c.  -i... 
farm  cf  SW  Cock.  Elisabeth  Maria  was  on  a farm  wxti.  .ui 

Elizabeth  (sister  of  Nancy  Warner)  and  her  uncle  hi  L-: 
ell  or,  who  was  one  of  the  first  wardens  of  Grace  r:>i  - 
Church  cf  Sterling.  Sherman  B.  was  living  wii-h  vi, - 
of  John  Pettigrew  who,  years  later,  with  Henry  J.MM  tv  ;m- 
panied  Sherman  B to  Kansas.  Abram  B was  living  with  una  fam 
ily  of  a wealthy  farmer  named  Jacob  Whipple,  Alice  was  not 
found  on  the  Census,  as  she  probebly  was  married  and  living 
in  Chicago  at  that  time.  The  Census  lists  all  of  Nancy's 
children  as  being  born  in  Ohio,  except  william  H,  who  was 
born  in  Illinois.  Also  on  the  Census  we  find  Charles  C Judd 
cabinet  maker,  born  in  Connecticut,  who  came  to  Sterling 
with  John. 

The  Sterling  "Gazette"  reports  that  on  22  Feb  1858  the 
early  settlers  of  Sterling  had  their  first  formal  reunion. 
John  was  there,  and  reported  his  location  in  the  County  as 
Coloma.  In  1855  he  had  held  the  office  cf  Collector  for 
Whiteside  County,  and  in  1868  was  Assessor. 

According  to  the  History  of  Whiteside  County — , John's 
third  wife  was  Maria’ A^lci ns.  There  was  one  cnild  by  this 
marriage:  Emma,  who  in  1877  lived  with  her  mother  in  Fulton 
County,  Illinois. 

In  November  1873  John  again  went  to  California,  this  time 
for  his  health.  He  had  improved,  and  was  preparing  to  re- 
turn to  Sterling  when  he  suddenly  was  taken  ill  and  died 
27  Apr  1874. 

His  obituary  in  a Sterling  Illinois  newspaper  of  1874? 
says  in  part:  "John  Enderton  was  unassuming  and  retiring 

in  nature.  He  was  appreciated  only  by  those  who  knew  him 
long  and  well.  His  educational  advantages  in  early  life 
had  been  limited,  but  being  extremely  fond  of  books  and 
papers,  few  were  better  informed  than  he.  He  was  thoroughly 
conversant  with  ancient  as  well  as  modern  history,  and 
assisted  by  a wonderful  memory  he  could  recall  its  details 
with  the  greatest  of  accuracy." 

The  obituary,  besides  listing  the  two  daughters  by  his 
first  wife,  states  that  "8  of  the  10"  children  born  from  his 
marriage  to  Nancy  were  then  living,  but  makes  no  mention 
of  his  third  marriage  and  the  child  therefrom. 

Old  photos,  other  than  those  already  mentioned,  have  been 
obtained  from  the  descendants  of  John’ s daughter  Elizabeth 
Maria  Barker  and  his  son  Sherman  B Enderton.  Some  are  of 
Nancy's  relatives;  it  is  not  known  if  any  are  of  Nancy 
herself. 

Among  the  labeled  photos  is  one  of  Hattie  M Bolster, 
taken  in  waterbury  Connecticut.  In  a snapshot  entitled 
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"Four  Generations",  and  taken  at  21 — Waterbury,  Connecticut, 
are  "Baby  Aubrey",  "Mildred",  Mercia  Bolster  (Fancy1 s 
sister),  an  unnamed  old  lady  (assumed  to  be  Fancy’s  mother 
Mary  Bronson  Warner),  and  a colored  maid. 

The  name  "Bliss"  appears  in  both  collections.  Among 
Elizabeth  Maria's  photos  are  John  Rollins  Bliss  and  Mv:  Myra 
Bliss,  taken  in  Chicago;  in  Sherman  B! s collection  are 
Captain  Orlando  M Bliss  and  Mrs  OM  Bliss  (John's  daugh^'  • 
Alice),  taken  in  Dacorah  Iowa.  Orlando  and  Alice  naJ  a ' n 
John  Bliss;  whether  he  is  the  John  Rollins  Bliss  of  the  photo 
is  not  known.  A photo  taken  in  Chicago  of  the  pert  Soeila 
MacDonald,  one  of  three  children  of  Alice  by  her  second 
marriage,  has  been  identified  by  finding  the  list  of  Harry  A 
Aument  mentioned  on  page  vi. 

Among  the  many  unnamed,  are  a young  lady  whose  photo  was 
taken  by  ID  Benton  of  Watersbury  Connecticut,  a young  couple 
taken  in  Davenport  or  Salisbury  Mo.,  a tintype  of  a young 
girl,  and  a tintype  of  a middle-aged  lady. 

All  that  is  known  at  present  of  the  descendants  of  John 
Enderton,  other  than  that  given  above,  is  listed  on  the 
following  pages.  It  will  be  noted  that  little  is  yet  known 
of  the  descendants  of  some  of  his  children,  particularly  of 
Mary  L Aumenb,  James  H,  and  George. 

(The  system  of  giving  numbers  to  individuals  on  the 
following  pages  serves  mainly  to  identify  children  with 
their  parents  and  grandparents;  in  many  cases,  because  of 
lack  of  information,  the  numbers  do  not  indicate  the  order 
in  which  born) .

This  William  Enderton  and  his  descendants  are  a recent 
find  by  this  compiler  and  have  not  been  fully  researched. 

A granddaughter  of  his,  Amy  Bringham,  had  a list  of  John 
Enderton' s children  which  had  been  in  the  possession  of  this 
William' s son  Charles  Henry  Enderton*  It  appears  that  John, 
Thomas,  and  William  may  have  beeh  brothers,  John  being  born 
in  1800,  Thomas  about  1809,  and  William  in  1817. 

William  Enderton  was  born  in  1817*  married  Nancy  Kerr, 
whose  father(?)  James  Kerr  1777-1852  is  buried  next  to  Nancy 
in  West  Lafayette  Indiana.  They  moved  from  Rochester  N.Y. 
to  Lafayette  Indiana  in  1848.  During  the  Civil  'war,  William 
was  a member  of  the  10th  Ind.

This  manuscript  is  the  result  of  an  amatsur!s 
effort  to  gather  some  data  on  the  descendants  of 
his  greatgrandfather  Andrew  Wise  of  Pennsylvania, 
New  York,  Illinois,  and  California. 

While  Andrew  had  ten  children,  whose  dates  of 
birth  are  known,  there  is  a lack  of  information 
on  five  of  those  children;  Julia  Ann,  Charlotte, 
Sarah  Maria,  Joseph,  and  Jacob.  His  first  child, 
William,  died  when  young.  Hence,  data  in  this 
manuscript  are  limited  to  the  following  children 
and  their  descendants;

Andrew  Jackson  Wise  born  22  Jul  1832  in  N.Y. 

George  Washington  wise  born  19  Jul  1840  in  111. 

Amanda  Ellen  Wadsworth  born  4 Dec  1844  in  111. 

It  is  hoped  that  recipients  of  this  effort  will 
notify  the  compiler  of  corrections  and  additions, 
of  which  undoubtedly  there  are  many.

THE  WISE  FAMILY 


FOREWORD : 

Family  traditions  relate  that  our  Wises  were  ’’Pennsylvania 
Dutch";  other  traditions  say  they  were  English;  others  say" 
they  were  German,  with  "Weis"  as  the  original  name. 

Limited  research,  which  may  have  no  bearing  on  our  case, 
shows  that  an  Andrew  (Andreas)  Wise  at  22  years  of  age  came 
to  America  in  the  ship  "Adventure"  from  Rotterdam  Holland  arri- 
ving in  Philadelphia  23  Sep  1732.  A John  Wise  served  in  the 
6th  Battalion  of  the  Northampton  County  Pennsylvania  Militia 
during  the  Revolution.  It  is  said  that  Judge  Wise  of  Virgi- 
nia was  an  uncle  of  our  Andrew  Wise.  None  of  the  above  has 
as  yet  been  investigated  to  determine  his  relationship,  if 
any,  to  our  Andrew  Wise.  Nor  have  the  Census  records  of 
Pennsylvania  for  1890  been  checked  for  a five  year  old  boyj 
our  Andrew  was  born  there  about  1785. 

It  is  possible  that  a searcher  for  the  parents  of  our 
Andrew  Wise  might  find  something  in  the  records  of  Washington 
County  Pennsylvania,  for  there  lived  Wise  families  whose 
children  were  given  names  like  Peter,  Andrew,  Jacob,  and 
Henry,  as  were  the  descendants  of  our  Andrew.  For  example, 
among  the  Abstracts  of  wills  of  that  county  registered  at 
Little  Washington  Pa.,  is  one  proved  10  Oct  1781  of  Adam 
Wise,  a farmer  of  Ten  Mile  Creek.  This  Adam  and  Catherine 
Wise  had  13  children,  of  which  only  Peter  at  that  time  was 
of  age;  Jacob,  Henry,  and  Andrew  being  among  his  younger 
brothers.  The  Will  was  executed  by  Peter  Wise  (probably 
Adam's  son),  an  Andrew  Wise  (probably  a relative),  and 
John  Buckingham.  Each  of  the  first  two  executors  was  of 
an  age  that  he  might  be  our  Andrew's  father.  No  research 
as  yet  has  been  made  on  our  possible  English  ancestry. 

ANDREW  WISE 

Our  Andrew  Wise  was  bprn  in  1785  (1784?)  near  or  in 
Philadelphia  Pa.  He  may  have  been  English,  German,  or 
"Pennsylvania  Dutch".  His  parents,  brothers,  and  sisters 
are  not  yet  located.  He  married  Hilah  Eleanore  ("Ellen") 
Walling  of  New  York  (Albany?)  N.Y.  who  was  born  9 May  1805 
(1793?),  and  is  reported  to  have  died  near  Vina  California. 
(This  compiler  has  a photo  of  Andrew  and  Ellen). 

From  New  York  State,  where  several  of  their  children 
were  born,  they  moved  to  Missouri  and  Illinois  where  Andrew 
farmed.  We  know  that  in  1856  he  was  in  Henry  County  Illi- 
nois, for  on  15  Apr  1856  he  was  deeded  land  by  his  son 
Andrew  Jackson  Wise  and  wife  Sarah  in  Henry  County  Illinois. 
(This  compiler  has  the  Quit  Claim  deed).  His  son  had  deeded 
the  farm  to  Andrew  before  going  west  in  a covered  wagon  to 
Oregon. . 

1864,  when  his  sons  ^eter  and  George  Washington 
Wise  were  part  of  a wagon  £r;ain  th^t  ^lsojheaded  west  in 
covered  wagons.  Andrew ^£s-^e-  p ar-t-ed  -^ha- Ve  - we4- to  -Arifrena 

and  lator  to  rrta.  It  is  said  that  he  died  near 

Fall  River  Cai^r^nia  in  1869  (1868?)  at  84  years  of  age. 

His  place  of  bur/*/  has  not  as  yet  been  determined.  The 


Illinois  Census  for  1850  and  1860  have  not  as  yet  been 
checked  for  additional  data.  Andrew  and  Ellen  had  ten 
children:

Andrew*  s first  child,  william,  is  reported  to  have  died 
when  young.  His  eighth  child,  Jacob,  was  killed  in  the 
Civil  War.  No  attempt  as  yet  has  been  made  to  trace  des- 
cendants of  his  other  four  children*.  Julia  Ann,  Charlotte, 
Sarah  Maria,  and  Joseph. 

Oij  the  following  pages  each  of  the  four  children  on  whom 
data  are  available  is  taken  in  turn,  along  with  his  or  her 
known  descendants,  a number  being  given  each  individual  to 
indicate  parentage. 

(For  example:  Peter  D,  being  the  second  child  of  Andrew, 
is  #2.  Peter’s  first  child,  Andrew  Jackson  II,  is  #21; 
his  second  child,  Charlotte,  is  #22.  Charlotte's  first 
child,  Rosetta,  would  be  #221;  her  children  would  be  #2211, 
2212,  2213,  etc. 

Hence,  person  #2214  is  the  4th  child  of  #221,  who  was 
the  first  child  of  #22,  who  was  the  second  child  of  #2.}). 

In  some  cases  the  known  descendants  may  not  be  listed 
in  order  of  birth  because  dates  of  birth  are  unknown.

They  came  west  in  a covered  wagon  in  1864  with  6 
children;  a 7th  was  born  enroute  in  Idaho  Territory. 

The  wagon  train  of  17  wagons  which  had  left  Prinesville 
Missouri  included  wise,  Parkinson,  Benson,  and  Thoma- 
son families.  When  they  reached  the  Rocky  Mountains  the 
train  was  split,  some  taking  the  northern  route  and  some 
the  southern.  It  is  reported  that  most  of  those  who 
took  the  southern  route  were  killed  by  Apache  Indians. 

Two  Parki(n)son  girls  are  said  to  have  spent  20  years 
in  captivity.  One  of  them  died  shortly  after  her  re- 
lease, the  other  is  said  to  have  written  a book  descri- 
bing her  twenty  years  in  captivity  with  the  Apaches. 

Peter  D's  family  took  the  northern  route  and  reached 
Oregon;  some  wagons  of  his  part  of  the  train  having 
stopped  in  Wyoming  and  Montana.  Peter  D continued  on 
and  finally  stopped  in  Germantown,  known  today  as  Artois 
California.  They  had  only  the  front  two  wheels  of  the 
covered  wagon  left,  one  ox,  and  a milk  cow.  In  German- 
town Peter  D took  up  a Squatters  Rights  and  raised  his 
children.  (This  compiler  has  photos  of  Peter  D and  his 
wife  Ann).  The  Great  Registers  of  California  have 
Peter  D registered  at  Tehema,  Tehema  County  as  a farmer 
1868  to  1877,  and  at  Igo,  Shasta  County  in  1879  and 
1882.  It  is  reported  that  when  all  got  malaria,  the 
family  went  to  Siskiyou  County  California  where  Peter  D. 
and  his  sons  Andrew  Jackson  II,  Peter  Jackson,  Lafayette, 
and  Jacob  filed  homesteads  and  the  first  three  sons 
raised  their  families.  His  son  George,  however,  went 
on  to  Jacksonville  Oregon.

The  Walling  family  of  New  York  (Albany?),  into  which 
Andrew  Jackson  and  his  father  married,  and  the  Ladd, 
Tilden,  Stark,  and  Inman  families  are  reported  to  have 
been  connected. 

From  New  York,  Andrew  Jackson  moved  west  to  Missouri 
and  Illinois.  Tt  is  reported  that  he  owned  land  near 
Nauvoo  in  western  Illinois;  it  is  known  that  he  owned 
land  east  of  there  in  Henry  County  Illinois,  for  this 
compiler  has  a deed  by  which  Andrew  Jackson  and  Sarah, 
for  $200,  turned  over  some  36  acres  to  his  father  Andrew 
in  1856.  This  Quit  Claim  Need.,  dated  15  Apr  1856,  was 
witnessed  by  Julius  3 Hilman,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and 
recorded  in  Vol  23  page  188  Henry  County  Records  4 May 
1856,  Cambridge  Illinois,  by  Wm  L Dalrymple,  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  and  Ex  Officio  Recorder.  The  land  was; 
"that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land  known  and  described 
as  follows;  to  wit:  The  Vi/ost  half  of  Lot  Number  Two  (2) 

of  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section  Number  Four  (4)  in 
Township  Number  Fifteen  (15)  North  of  Range  Number 
Three  ( 3 ) i-  iC*.  st  of  the  4th  P.M.  containing  thirty  five 
acres  end  95/lOOths  of  land  be  the  same  more  or  less 
situate  1 in  the  County  of  Henry  and  State  of  Illinois." 

In  the  deed,  father  and  son  are  called  "Andrew  Wise  Sr." 
and  "Andrew  Wise  Jr.",  the  son  signing  "Andrew  J Wise", 
his  wife  "Sarah  Vi/ise". 

The  following  tale  was  tolcl  this  compiler  by  a 
granddaughter  of  Andrew  Jackson- s brother  George: 

"Andrew  Jackson  Wise  was  plowing  a field  near  Nauvoo 
Illinois,  using  a pair  of  beautiful  black  horses.  A 
Mormon  came  up  and  said  ’Last  night  while  I slept  I had 
a vision,  and  the  Lord  told  me  T re.s  to  take  those  two 
blacks.1  Andrew  Jackson  replied  7 That*  s a strange 
coincidence,  for  I too  bad  a dream  about  these  horses 
last  night.  I was  to  beet  up  anyone  who  tried  to  take 
them.’  And  Andrew  Jackson  did  just  that." 


The  following  stories  were  told  by  Sarah  Wise  to  her 
grandson  Herbert  Bronson  Enderton  when  he  was  a small 
boy: 
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"Andrew  Jackson  and  I came  west  to  Oregon  in  a covered 
wagon  around  1860.  Andrew  had  Loan  offered  fine  ferra>  In 
Missouri  and  Illinois  by  my  mother  if  he  would  only  stay 
there  and  be  contented.  But  bnere  was  no  holding  him.  . r 
we  sold  our  property  in  Illinois  and  left  a few  year  a '.h.ter 
for  the  west  when  Jesse  and  Reuben  were  very  small* 

Enroute  we  had  to  contend  with  Indians  every  day*  V,oi 
come  'within  sight  of  Omaha  across  the  river,  and,  -'ftc.. 
getting  camp  settled,  most  of  the  men  went  across  .in  •5.-r‘>r 
to  town,  leaving  the  women  and  children.  I had  my  ml  . or 
looking  glass  in  my  hand,  and  was  going  to  comb  my  hair  .vbea 
I looked  up  and  saw  an  Indian  chief.  Hs  demanded  the  gl,  ss, 
but  I told  him  he  couldn’t  have  it.  He  chased  me  around  it? 
wagon  with  a tomahawk.  I ran  round  and  round  the  wagon,  then 
climbed  up  into  it  and  put  the  glass  in  a barrel  of  flour. 

He  went  right  after  it;  but  when  he  climbed  upon  the  wagon 
he  saw  AnOrew  there  asleep.  He  had  been  bitten  by  black 
gnats  until  his  face  was  a sight’-,  The  Indian  stopped  and 
asked:  "Small  fox?"  (small  pox);  I said  "Yes".  The  Indian 
got  away  in  a hurry,  calling  "Small  Pox’."  to  all  the  other 
Indians.  Pays  afterwards,  I saw  the  Indian  chief  riding 
along  the  crest  of  a hill  some  distance  from  the  wagons. 

He  called  to  me:  "Swap  two  pair  moccasins  one  buffalo  robe 
for  look-in-glass."  No  one  was  allowed  to  sell  or  trade 
with  them,  so  I kept  my  "lc-x- in- glass. " 

One  of  the  men  in  the  wagon  train  had  a huge  St  Bernard 
dog  which  the  Indians  wanted  for  eating.  The  owner  refused. 
When  the  Indians  poisoned  the  dog,  the  owner  tied  weights  on 
the  dog  and  threw  him  into  the  river  so  that  the  Indians 
couldn't  get  it. 

Squaws  would  ride  up  and  watch  me  cook — wanting  to  learn. 

Enroute  to  Oregon  on  the  Old  Oregon  Trail,  we  passed 
through  the  beautiful  Grande  Ronde  Valley  near  the  Blue 
Mountains  in  eastern  Oregon,  but  passed  up  that  rich  valley 
in  looking  for  good  land." 

"After  getting  through  to  Oregon,  we  established  a nice 
home  at  Salem.  Then,  about  1864,  we  had  word  from  Andrew1 s 
brother  George,  back  along  the  route  west,  that  his  horses 
were  alkalied  and  that  he  needed  help.  George  and  his 
brother  Peter  were  coming  to  Oregon  in  their  covered  wagons. 
Andrew  at  once  mortgaged  our  home  in  Salem  and  went  back 
after  his  people.  The  mortgage  was  never  paid,  and  we  lost 
our  nice  home-  a fact  which  I never  got  over."  We  then  went 
to  California." 

"Andrew  played  the  violin;  so  did  our  son  Reuben.  Andrew 
was  a well-to-do  man  at  one  time.  He  owned  hundreds  of  acres 
in  Missouri  and  a good  farm  in  Illinois  but  he  was  no 
manager.  He  should  have  become  a rich  man,  for  he  had  an 
inventive  brain.  He  made  the  first  combined  harvester  in 
California,  but  did  not  trouble  to  have  it  patented.  The 
Wises  were  always  inventing  something." 

The  Wises  had  good  brains  and  ability,  but  certainly  were 
not  managers.  Andrew  Jackson  and  a German  planned  and  laid 
out  the  Greystone  Winery  at  St.  Helena  California. 
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In  some  of  the  Great  Registers  of  California  Counties 
(all  hare  not  been  searched},,  we  find  An  Ivey.  .Tael;  sort  VJrs 
registered  at  Ft  Crook,  Shasta  County,  as  a mcol’bv. ' . . . r*)

workers  and  fell  off  the  roof 0 It  didn't  hurt  him. 
remained  active  until  he  burned  his  feet,  in  Trinity  County, 


as  a result  of  stomping  out  a grass  fire  while  wearing  rub- 
ber boots.  He  had  put  old  dynamite  ir.  a stump  to  blow  up, 
but  instead  of  exploding,  the  dynamite  ignited  and  set  '.’ire 
to  the  surroounding  grass,  rectors  had  r.j  bo  brought  ir.  to 
the  isolated  arsa  to  treat  his  feet,  l-  travel  was  slow, 
and  doctors  missed  several  days  c"‘  pre.o  Mce,  they  charged 
about  $400  per  visit.  This  misfortune  occurred  on  proparty 
owned  by  Andrew  J on  the  South  Fork  of  Trinity  River. 

Andrew  J’s  property  was  ir  Trinity  County,  and  the  adjacent 
property  of  his  son  Eb  was  on  Simms  Creek,  also  called  Wise 
Creek,  in  Humboldt  County.  Both  properties  were  about  9 
miles  northwest  of  Hyampom,  which  is  west  of  Hayfork,  Cali- 
fornia. 

Andrew  Jackson  Wise  died  of  cancer  of  the  throat  at  82 
years  of  age. 


A fact,  that  was  never  divulged  to  the  grandchildren, 
was  that  Sarah  apparently  divorced  Andrew  Jackson  and  later 
had  two  other  marriages.  She  married  a Bucklew,  which  * 
marriage  did  not  last  long.  She  then  married  Mitchell/^"  ' >/^7. 
(Mareha-1-1? ) Ruff.  This  explains  why  a headstone  ordered  at 
her  death  by  a daughter  and  carved  "Sarah  Cornelia  Wise" 
was  never  placed  in  the  cemetery;  she  died  a Ruff.  Her 
grave  in  the  Paskenta  Cemetery  is  marked  by  a metal  plate 
inscribed  "Mother  Wise". 

Startling  facts  were  learned  by  this  compiler  when  he 
visited  "old  Tom"  Hul.se (?)  in  Flournoy  California,  where 
Andrew  J’ s and  Sarah’ s daughter  Olive  May  was  born.  Tom 
remembered  all  the  Wise  family,  and  said;  "I  went  to  school 
with  your  mother  and  her  sisters  and  brothers.  And  that 
Grandpappy  of  yours  could  hold  more  whiskey  than  any  man  in 
northern  California!"  Tom’s  wife  said;  "My  father  married 
your  grandmother".  She  then  explained  that  after  Sarah  had 
gotten  rid  of  Bucklew,  she  married  Ruff,  the  father  of  Tom’s 
wife.

At 
that  time  he  and  his  brother  Reuben  were  hard  up,  and 
to  made  money  they  donned  long  underwear  for  tier  and 
put  on  a show  on  a San  Francisco  stage. 

His  path  took  him  from  San  Francisco  to  Oro villa 
and  Butte  County,  and  later  to  Humboldt  County  where 
he  owned  property  for  about;  15  years-  until  he  died- 
on  Simms  Creek,  also  sailed  Wise  Creek,  near  its  Junc- 
tion with  the  South  Fork  of  Trinity  River.  The  pro- 
perty was  about  9 miles  northwest  of  Hyampom,  Califor- 
nia His  father  had  aiiaoerl  property  which  lay  in 
Trinity  County, 

But  made  excursions  from  this  property,  but  always 
returned  to  it  during  Ins  summers,  In  1909  he  lived 
on  Harrison  Street  in  Eureka  California;  then  on  8 
acres  in  Freshwater  (southeast  of  Eureka);  in  1911 
back  in  Eureka,  before  returning  to  the  South  Fork  of 
Trinity  River.

She  was  gradu- 
ated from  Normal  School  in  Red  Bluff  Calif.  She  was 
living  in  Henleyville  Calif  when  she  married  24  May 
1896  William  Herbert  (Bert)  Enderton  (photos),  born 
25  Jan  1874  in  Melvern  Kansas,  a • joining  man  then 
living  in  Middlefork  Calif.  The  marriage  was  per- 
formed by  J.F.  Jenness.  Their  first  home  was  a frame 
house  built  by  Bert  in  Harrison  Gulch  (Knob),  Shasta 
County  California,  where  he  was  a miner. 

Bert’s  activities  took  him  and  his  family  many 
places-  Mill  City,  Lovelock  and  Winnemucca  in  Nevada; 
mines  in  the  vicinity  of  Cornucopia  and  Baker  Oregon; 
El  Tiro  and  Boludo  in  Sonora  Mexico,  Mexico  City  and 
Oaxaca  Mexico;  Nogales,  Arivaca,  and  Fortuna  Mine  near 
Yuma  Arizona;  and  Clear lake  California.  Only  once  did 
Ollie  not  accompany  Bert-  when  he  went  to  Nome  Alaska 
and  the  infant  sons  prevented  her  going  with  him. 

Many  of  the  places  they  lived  vjere  rugged,  isolated, 
lonely,  and  uncomfortable,  but  Ollie  was  a demoted 
wife  and  mother  and  never  complained. 

Upon  Bert’s  retirement,  they  built  their  home  at 
543  N.  17th  St.,  San  Jose  California,  but  continued  to 
travel,  seeing  Hawaii  and  all  of  the  United  States, 
their  home  on  trips  often  being  a small  house  trailer.
